the Progreſs made in that Matter 1n the laſt Sesfion. 
| - We do Upon, this Occaſion again giveyou full Aﬀurance, that as We know 
Our Intereſt, and that of Our Peoples to be inſeparable,ſo We have firmly re- 
ſolved to make it Our principal; Care to maintain their Religion, Laws and 
Liberties,. and Presbyterian Government in that Church, and the Flouriſhing 
of Trade, being of great Advantage to Our Subjefts : We'will give all due
